I have heard various‘Calculations made of 
the Trade between. France and England, in that 
fhort Interval between the two Wars; and not 
to. mention Extravagant Gueffes, for People 
will have the Liberty of over-doing in all Ca- 
fes, the leaft and moft moderate Computation 
‘that I have met with, allows England to receive 
from France, 90000 I. Sterling a Month in Cath, 
over and above what Goods they receiv’d from 
us, during the whole time of open Trade. 

°Tis true the time was not long, and it could 
not have been expeéted fuch a Trade‘could have 
held always; and the Excefs had fome particu- 
Jar Occafions that ferve for Reafons to folve the 
Wonder, As, 

1.. The long time they had to be entirely 
Empty of Englifh Goods. 

2. The Immediate Profpe& of a fuddain 
Breach. 

- The exceeding Plenty of Corn in England, 
ant but mean Harvefts in France, for thofe two 
Years. 

The firft of thefe made a Natural ordinary 
Demand for Englifb Goods, all the Dealers be- 
ing fuppofed to be out of Stock. 

The fecond oblig’d them in Policy to lay in 
¥aft Stocks of fuch Goods, as they were likely to 
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other Goods, if they buy them not of us, 


want in cafe of a War; particularly of Lead 
and Horfes: Of the firft of which they bought 
duch Quantities, that I have been told by as 
Englifh Gentleman, whom it is vot difficulr to 
produce, That he faw 2co0o Pigs of Fnglif:

However, let thefe Extraordinaries 
fo great, the Extraordinary Sums we 
are great in proportion ; and had tucha Trade 
gone on in England for 20 Years, it niuft have

But taking all thefe things 


Mediums, it is apparent, that providi the: 
Wine Trade may be kept whereitig, our Trade 


will always be neceffary to France, at their own 
Expence ; fince, excepting their Liquors. they 
have nothing we demand ef them with fomuch 
Importunity, as they muft from us, our Lead, 

Horles, Leather, Corn and Wool. | 

I could defcend to a great many Particulars 
to demonftrate the Truth of this, and to prove, 
that while we keep up rhe high Duties on French 
Wine and Brandy,we can never Trade to France 
toour Lofs: But I think, ’tis too plainto 
require any further Examination: IfI can meet — 
with any rational Objeétions, I fhall be glad to 
—— them, or acknowledge my felf miftas —

And now I would liften with a great deal of 
Silence and Humility, to any Gentleman that 
would be pleas’d to tell me, for what reafon we 
fhould prohibit our Trade with France ——_. 

And here I would fence alfo againft being 
mifunderftood ; Iam ready to allow in particu- _ 
lar Cafes, we may find it needful to prohibit 
any particular Article of Trade to France, as 
in thisJunéture Horfes, becaule there feems to 
be fome profpeét, that if the French have not 
ours, they will be very hardly fupply’d, and 
perhaps not atall, with fo good Horfesas ours; _ 
but if we were fatisfied, as it is in the Cafe of
